COLLAPSED- AT HIS HOME

Struck. After Leaving Grand 
' Central—Two Weeks. in Bed 
Ordered by Physicians. , 


Newcomb Carlton, President of the} 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
was knocked down‘and seriously injured 
by-a@ taxicab. on Saturday night. as. he 
was crossing Vanderbilt Avenue at 
Forty-third Street. shortly after he had 
left the Grand Central Terminal. 

Mr. Carlton . the ‘offer of a 
policeman to ‘an ‘ambulance, and 
went to his. home at -27 Bast Seventy- 
second Street in a taxicab. A few..min- 
utes afterward he became uriconscious, 
and when Dr. Adtidh Lampért of 168 
Wast Séventy-rivst Street Arrivea he 
Hfutind that Mr. Carlton was suffering 
trom concussionof the brain ahd a frac- 
ture of two ribs on the left side. 

Reports from the Carlton homie last 
night . Were that the concugsion had 

cleared, but that in order to permit. the 
fractured ribs to knit properly it would 
be necessary for the injured man to re- 
main in bed for two weeks. 

Other physicians. were called in con- 
sultation. yesterday, and after the extent 
of Mr:. Carlton’s injuriés had been de- 
termined. the doctors’ .advised- that Mr. 
Carlton remain in bed'for at least two 
weeks and refrain from any activity for 
six weeks. Dr. Lambert said the ribs 
were fractured at a point close to the 
spine underneath the shoulder bone, 
where Ahéy would be difficult to set. 
The doctor- said he would spend the 
night with his patient.
